Are there two Lawrences of 
Arabia? Behind the news that a 
film version-is to be made of: the 
exploits of Col, Lawrence among 
the Arabs is the story. of a mys- 
terious “double,” who may take the 
title role. . 

Lawrence is now serving as an 
aircrafteman in the RAF. In 
Egypt, and efforta are being made 
to. buy him out of the service 80 
\that he may ‘appear in'the film, in 
which -he is keenly interested. 

If these efforts are fruitless, or 
if Lawrence changes, his mind 
about leaving the R.A.F. there is 
a man somewhere, whose identity 
is being kept a strict secret, who 
will. be asked to step into the 
breach. : 


A, violinist who makes us think 
how hard he has practised, a dancer 
who reminds us of the peculiar 
development of “muscles she has 
attained, is not a first-rate artiste.

nique.” Film folk are 80 proud 
of the fact, one imagines, that new 
devices for telling a story In pictures 
are being found that they cannot 
resiat using these new tricks 
whether the occasion calls for them 
or not. ° ‘ ; 

In the last Norma ‘Talmadge 
picture, “The Dove,” the camera 
‘kept swimming back to reveal per~ 
feetly unintereating but lavish 
walled gardens and rooms; people 
sitting near by complained that 
it made them dizzy. And ‘because 


it. is now established that the camera 
can see a scene from any angle we 
are given bird's and worm’s and 
fly's eye views of everything, even if 
it is obvious to anyone with common 
sense that unless there {a some 
special reason for them nothing 
whatever is added - by such quecr 
shots, © Art for art's sake ,has 
suddenly smitten the cinema. 

Too much technique, ‘ too little 
humanity, and a pale drama which 
is dragged out unreasonably) make 
of “Sunrise” a picture which is 
partly a diaappointment. No ont 
‘could deny that it is beautiful, that 
the camera work is a triumph. , It 
provokes discussion; but, it is 
tedious to. many people; because 
what it has to say is not as inter- 
eating ag the way “it ig said. The 
machinery rumbles: you can almogt 
‘hear the director talking to himself, 
‘as you watch the hero and heroine 
slowly, alowly drift into barbers’ 
shops. photographers, tramway: 
cars.’ And though it is beautiful, 
Mr. Rex Ingram’s also rather slow 
‘put lovely pictures taken in: and 
about the Mediterrancan, some 
cowboy films, the best Westerns and 
and “The Winning of Barbara 
Worth” are just as beautiful and 
far leas pretentious. 

Naturally a picture which 18 
technically faulty cannot be a per 
fect thing. But there is no doubt 
whatsoever that film audiences can 
overlook a leas than perfect tech- 
| nique but never the lack of a good 
and human story, A first-rate 
tale told perfectly is the beat. But, 
come to think of it, Charlie Chaplin's 
technique is by far the most ad- 
vanced of all. Every fraction of 
fils films tells, Yet their’ whole 
effect~ is simplicity itself, and 
| audiences, actually forget every- 
thing but the adventure of the little 
fellow. :
